$96,500,000 PAID TO U. S. 
ON ACCOUNT OF WAR LOANS 


Fight Foreign Governments Mect 
Principal Installments and 
Interest. 

By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Eight 
foreign Governments made _ pay- 
ments to the United States yester- 
day on account of war loans, prin- 
cipal itnstallments and interest to- 
taling $96,518,417.98. 

The regular payment from Great 
Britain, the eighth it has made on 
its debt. accounted for most of the 
foreign receipts. Of its $92,950,000 
payment, $67,950,000 was for inter- 
est, the balance going to reduce the 
principal. 

Great Britain paid the tota] 
amount in the form of treasury ce. 
tificates of the United States which 
have been purchased by that ¢coun- 
try’s bankers on the open market. 

Czecho-Slovakia paid $1,500,000 
in cash, al) applying on the princi- 
pal of its debt, while Belgium paid 
$1,.000.000, all of which was credit- 
ed to interest. Esthonia paid in 

50.000; Finland, $181,945; Hun- 
gary, $39,672.98:;. Lithuania, $46.- 
sono, and Poland, $750,000; the 
amounts applying variously to in- 
terest or to principal or both fn ac- 
cordance with the terms of debt 
settlements. 

The treasury certificates paid in 
by the British bankers have all 
been canceled and the public debt 
of the United States reduced ac-

A nervous breakdown  ,from 
which he had been suffering for 
the last two years was believed to 
have caused his act. His iast ap- 
pearance in a tennis match was at 
Forest Hills, N. Y., in 1922, dur.

Idea to 135 Business Men 
Representing “Cross-Sec- 
tion” of City. 


CHIEF AIM IS TO GET 
NEW INDUSTRIES 


Mayor Miller Favors Di- 
verting $30,000 Appro- 
priation for City Adver- 
tising to New Club. 


Mayor Miller announced today 
that he would favor discontinuing 
the annual appropriation—$30,000 
last year—for municipal advertis- 
ing in outside publications and 
making the same or a larger appro- 
priation for the work of a proposed 
Industrial Club, which is to con- 
duct a direct canvas to bring new 
industries here. 

Formation of the Industrial Club 
was proposed by Harold M. Bixby, 
new president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, to a gathering of 135 
business men at Hotel Chase last 
néght. He planned to select 100 
business executives as leaders of 
the effort to stimulate the indus- 
trial growth. . 

“Such an organization,” the 
Mayor said today, “will be more 
effective than an advertising cam- 
paign. It will have field agents, 
who will canvass the country for 
possible new industries, and when 
they learn of a manufacturer who 
is looking for a new location or is 
planning expansion, they will call 
on him and present the facts in 
favor of a. St. Louis location. 

Need of Personal Touch. 

“Advertising in a periodical is 
all right to sell articles of mer- 
chandise, but a man who is going 
to invest $500,000 or more in an 
industrial plant fs not going to base 
his decision on an advertisement. 
He needs a persona! visit. 

“T wrote to the heads of three 
concerns which came here lately, 
as to the part which our municipal 
advertising campaign had in bring- 
ing them here, and I didn’t learn 
that the ads were ‘what brought 
them. They were concerns that 
had been named to me as having 
been brought here by the ads. 

“The plan of Mr. Bixby, as out- 
line» last night, is a good one, and 
I tnink the city should afd in car- 
rying it out, with the appropriation 
we have been making for advertis- 
ing, or even a larger amount.” 

Besides the $30,000 advertising 
appropriation, the city last year ap- 
propriated $5000 for the Conven- 
tion and Publicity Bureau. 

In the audience at last night’s 
gathering were some men who 
have not tdentified themselves 
with organized effort to promote 
the business erowth of the ality 
since the days of the Business 
Men's League; others, younger 
men. who have not before been 
drawn into civic movements, and 
still others of wealth who have 
not previously been so strongly 
urged to give of thelr time as well 
as money: bankers, merchants, 
mnaufacturers, political leaders, 
described by Bixby as a “corogs- 
section of modern St. Louis.”

CLEAN UP THE ST. LOUIS BENCH. 

Circuit Judge Anthony Ittner has withdrawn from 
the assignment to the Juvenile Court under pressure. 
The assignment was given him. reluctantly and with 
protest by his fellow members of the Circuit bench. 
He obtained the assignment solely on the ground of 
pledges given him in advance, but the other Judges 
subsequently came to the belated but commendable 
conclusion that their obligation to the public had 
greater weight than their personal pledge to assign 
a Judge to a court om: which they regarded him as 
unfit. 

If Judge Ittner is unfit to serve as a Judge of the 
Juvenile Court, is he not unfit to serve on the bench? 


‘ff his action with regard to slot machines and the 


acceptance of bondsmen with criminal records and 
without qualifications unfits him to serve in the Juve- 
nile Court, how is it possible for him to serve effi- 
ciently and to retain the confifence of the public in 
any court? 

The only action that would become Judge Ittner, 
after his withdrawal from the Juvzaile Court under 
the adverse judgment of his fellow Judges is to with- 
draw from the Circuit bench. In view of the protest 
of the other Judges against his fitness for the 
Juvenile Court, he may be sure that there is a strong 
popular protest against his‘service on the bench in 
any court. If he himself believes that a Judge ought 
to have the respect and confidence of the public, and 
that the standards of the bench should be maintained, 
the conclusion is inevitable that both of these ends 
require his retirément. 

We may add that a similar conclusion would be 
come Judge Mix, whose conduct in the Rutherford 
case was a disgrace to the Circuit bench. The bench 
in St. Louis has degenerated. If needs a drastic 
cleaning up. It is contributing through the conduct 
of several members to popular disrespect for the laws, 
the courts and loss of confidence in the capacity and 
integrity of the judiciary. If the existing conditions 
are not corrected, increasing lawlessness will be the 
result.

Louls has not availed itself of these un- 
excelled sOurces of a perfect water sup- 
ply. I cannot conceive of filtering the 
Chicago sewerage—and now the “soup” 
that comes down the Missouri River is 


900 and these sources always becoming 
more and more polluted as years pass 
and population increases. It appears to 
me that these Ozark springs are im- 
possible to contaminate or pollute and 
could be easily protected for all time to 
come with no cost for sedimentation, 
filtration, etc. First cost of piping would

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PROMOTION FROM WITHIN. 

In appointing Thomas H. Cutler chief engineer to 
succeed B. H. Piepmeier, who has resigned, and L. Z. 
Lozier legal adviser, the State Highway Commission 
has formally adopted a policy of promotion from 
within the organization. Mr. Cutler has been chief 
of the Construction Bureau and Mr. Lozier right-of- 
way attorney.

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PRESS GAG IN BRITAIN. 

The vicious elements of the aristocracy and the idle 
rich in Great Britain can now disport themselves as 
scandalously as they please, without fear of publicity 
in the divorce courts. The British Parliament has 
gagged the press, so far as the details of divorce cases 
are concerned. The public will be ignorant hence 
forth of any scandalous misconduct in connection 
with marriage and divorce. 

The British people have been shocked by discios- 
ures in connection with several recent divorces. The 
British Parliament does not propose that they shall 
be shocked again, no matter how much shocking mis- 
conduct may take place. They want the British pub 
lic, so far as the immorality and corruption of society 
is concerned, to live in a fool’s paradise. 

The shock should not be so much on account of the 
disclosure of scandalous conduct aé on account of the 
scandalous conditions. Until conditions are im- 
proved, nothing is improved. The gagging of the 
press merely relieves the scandal elements of society 
of the fear of publicity. It also deprives Great Britain 
of the moral force of publicity. That may not be suf- 
ficient to redeem society, but it is at least a whole 
some restraint.

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THE IRISH POTATO.

BUSSES AND STREET CARS. 

From the Washington Post. 

N additional chapter in the history of 

the rivalry between street car and bus 
interests has been written by the St. Louis 
‘Board of Aldermen. For the last four or 
five _ears busses and street cars have been 
allowed to compete on the streets of that 
city with practically no regulation, largely 
because some city officials thought such 
competition would improve service and keep 
down fares. The results were quite the op- 
position, for fares increased and service suf- 
fered until the transportation situation be- 
came chaotic. Upon insistence by the pub- 
lic that relief of some sort be provided, the 
board set o-st upon an exhaustive survey of 
urban tran_ ortation in most of the large 
cities of this country and South America, as 
well as in Paris, Berlin and London. The 
survey consumed two years in preparation, 

nd has just been made public. 

In brief, the board has found that mo- 
tor busses will not supersede but will sup- 
plement street cars; that motor-bus compe- 
tition with street railways causes wasteful 
duplication of service; that motor busses 
cannot handle mass transportation as satis- 
factorily as the trolley car. 

Municipal authorities and treffic experts 
are realizing more and more the truth of 
the statement that in handling the move- 
ment of large masses of people the street 
car has to be the main dependence. In Chi- 
cago, for instance, whereas street cars con- 
stitute but 10 per cent of the traffic, they 
carry 74 per cent of the traveling public. 
The 1226 traffic census of Baltimore showed 
that trolleys made up 9 per cent of the traf- 
fic, but moved 62 per cent of the people. 
Similar figures obtain practically every- 
where. 

Apparently the best method of meeting 
city transportation needs is by a street car 
system which operates busses as feeders.

THE FRENCH REVOLUTION. By 
Nesta B. Webster. Dutton. 


T is probably true that the vast 

majority o. peaple who have 

any definite conception of the 
French Revolution are indebted 
for it, either directly or indirectly, 
to Carlyle’s great prose epic, which 
as historians agree, isa tremen4ous 
work of art, but not depen able 
history. It igs the Purpose of Mrs. 
Webster, in the worz here consid- 
ered, to dispose of the ideas popu- 
larized by Carlyle and his follow- 
ers. The Revolution, as the author 
sees it in the light of contempo- 
rary documents recently discovered, 
was not the spontaneous outbreak 
of a people long oppressed, but 
the result of a deliberate conspi- 
racy of the Orleanist faction, aided 
by France's foreign enemies, chief- 
ly Frederick of Prussia. 

The great social upheaval of the 
late 18th century in France is here 
considered, for the first time, sole- 
ly “as an experiment in democ- 
racy.’" King, nobility and revolu- 
tionary leaders are considered only 
in their relation to! the cause of 
democracy, which, ‘according to 
Mrs. Webster, was lost. “I am con- 
vinced,” she says, in summing up 
the arguments of a brilliant and 
important study, “that the French 
Revolution was not an advance 
towards democracy but a directly 
anti-democratic and reactionary 
movement; that it was not a 
Struggle for liberty, but an attempt 
to strangle liberty at its birth.” 
The leaders of the Revolution are 
seen as “the cruellest enemies of 
the people,” who were “the vic- 
tims of a gigantic conspiracy.” “It 
was this conspiracy,’’ Mrs. Webster 
affirms, “that alone triumphed in 
the Revolution; it was the same 
Zreat intrigues at work amongst 
the people in 1789 that survived 
all the storms that followed and 
that now once again threaten the 
peace of the world.” 


Jerome K. Jerome wrote “Three 
Men in a Boat” at the age of 
twenty-nine and became world-fa- 
mous as a humorist. At forty-sev- 
en he published ‘The Passing of 
the Third Floor Back,” and was 
immediately recognized as a dram- 
atist of extraordinary power. In 
the course of a checkered career 
he has been clerk, scheol teacher, 
journalist, actor, editor<and novel- 
ist.

CHAUNCEY LADD, 71, 
DIES UNEXPECTEDLY 


Director and Former Treasurer 
of Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. 
Found Dead in Bed. 


The funeral of Chaunecy Ladi, 
71 years old, director and former 
treasurer of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co., will be tomorrow after- 
noon at his home, 41 Washington 
terrace.
